With a demoralised army and 
navy wracked by Black Power 
mutinies, and with a demoralised 
population, the United States is 
now not even willing to put up the 
token opposition to Communism it 
once did. Men like the U.S. forces’ 
head, General George S. Brown, are 
mere voices crying in the wilderness. 

Those who are still foolish enough 
to believe that the U.S. is the main 
bulwark against Red aggression 
would do well to learn from the 
South Vietnamese and Cambodians 
who are paying with their lifeblood 
for the same absurd illusion. 

American public opinion, as 
revealed by a recent Harris poll, 
was overwhelmingly in favour of 
passively watching the Reds steam¬ 
roller through South-East Asia. 


More significantly for us, the same 
poll revealed that over 60% of U.S. 
voters would be equally prepared 
to watch the Reds steamroller 
through Europe. 


LABOUR TREASON 

Far from taking due warning 
from these developments, however, 
and improving Britain’s own 
defences, Wilson’s Labour Govern¬ 
ment has actually CUT our defence! 

The Army is being cut from 
180,000 to 165,000, the Navy from 
79,000 to 74,000 and the RAF 
from 100,000 to 82,000. Airbases 
are to be closed, and ships and 
planes are to be withdrawn from 
the Mediterranean and the Far East. 

Wreckless defence cuts made by 
the last Labour Administration five 
years ago, meanwhile, have now 
caused the army to run out of 
small arms ammunition! It might 
be noted that the then Minister of 
Defence, Denis Healey, was once a 
card carrying member of the 
Communist Party! 

All in all these cuts, which have 
more than tipped the balance in 
favour of the Warsaw Pact, are 
nothing but a calculated act of 
treason against the British People. 
They show that the ‘British’ Labour 



Party is not only soft on Com¬ 
munists within its own ranks — but 
soft towards hostile Communist 
countries abroad.

1939 Soviet Union annexes 
Lithuania, Estonia and Latvia; parts 
of Eastern Poland; and 10% of 
Finland. In co-operation with 
Hitler’s Germany the rest of Poland 
is put under occupation. 

1940 Soviet Union annexes the 
Bessarabia and Bukovina provinces 
of Romania. 

1945 Soviet Union annexes 
Ruthenia (the Eastern part of 
Czechoslovakia) and Northern East 
Prussia. The Soviet Union is left 
in control of East Germany, Poland, 
Hungary, Czechoslovakia, Bulgaria, 
and Romania. 

1953 Soviet occupation troops 
brutally suppress widespread strikes 
by East German workers. 

1956 Soviet military deployment 
represses Polish resistance. Hun¬ 


garian national uprising bloodily 
put down. 

1968 Soviet and other Warsaw Pact 
forces invade Czechoslovakia 'in 
order to prevent any liberalisation. 

ASIA 

1945 Soviet Union annexes the 
southern half of Sakhalin and the 
Kurile Islands. A puppet goverm 
ment is set up in North Korea. 

1950 North Korea attempts to 
overrun South Korea with Soviet 
and Communist Chinese aid. 

1950 Communist Chinese occupy 
Tibet. Mass extermination pro¬ 
gramme carried out. Children 
kidnapped. 

1950s-60s-70s North Vietnamese 
penetrate and conduct continual 
guerilla war in Cambodia, South 
Vietnam and Laos.

PAKISTANI 
LANDLORD 
TERRORISES 
WHITE TENANTS 

A SOUTHEND TENANT, his pregnant wife and child, found 
themselves on the receiving end of vicious acts of terrorism 
conducted by their Pakistani landlord. 

The tenants had been paying £7 a week for one room 
without hot water or even a sink. When it rained they had 
to catch the water in buckets. 


After suffering these conditions 
for a year the landlord then added 
insult to injury by trying to throw 
them out! He gave them two weeks 
verbal notice. The tenant explained 
his predicament to his local citizens’ 
advice bureau who told him that 
the landlord must give 28 days 
written notice. It was also pointed 
out that the landlord should, by 
law, provide a rent book. 

Following this advice the tenant 
withheld his rent until he received 
written notice as well as a receipt. 
The landlord replied that he didn’t 
care about solicitors and the law. 
If the rent wasn’t paid the tenant 
would be thrown out.

At this point the tenant’s preg¬ 
nant wife appeared with their son 
in her arms. One of the Pakistanis 
threw her against a wall and then 
pushed and dragged her up the 
stairs while the baby screamed with 
terror. They then threw the 
tenants’ possessions out into the 
garden in bags: clothes, plants, 
bedding, and cups with coffee still 
in them, all thrown in together. The 
husband, wife and child were then 
thrown out into the rain and mud 
themselves.

ONE OF the most extreme 
Communist organisations in 
Britain - the alien-dominated 
International Socialists — is 
preparing an all-out attack on 
free trade unionism, particu¬ 
larly trades councils. Since 
Christmas, two top trade 
union chiefs have issued grave 
warnings for their members to 
be on their guard against this 
threat. Bill Kendall General 
Secretary of the 215,000 
strong Civil Servants’ union, 
the CPSA, took a full page in 
the February issue of his 
union’s official journal Red 
Tape to expose an I.S. ‘Rank 
& File’ front group operating 
within his union. 

Mr. Kendall did not mince words. 
He stated: “The International 
Socialists believe that the end of 
the capitalist system is imminent 
and that they are the self-appointed 
leadership who will drive us all into 
an undefined Communist society. 
They do not aim to change the 
trade union movement — they aim 
to destroy it.” He added that the 
front group, built around the I.S. — 
‘sponsored’ journal Redder Tape 
was mainly concerned with extre¬ 
mist electioneering, “under the 
direction of I.S.” A resolution at 
the January meeting of the union’s 
National Executive also denounced 
the I.S., the Redder Tape group 
and “the more traditional Marxist 
influences” - the latter referring 
to the Communist Party — and 
condemned these “extremist 
elements who would attempt to 
fulfill their political aims through

THREAT TO TRADE COUNCILS 

A plan for the subversive take¬ 
over of Trades Councils (TC’s) is to 
be implemented by the International 
Socialists in the coming months. The 
blueprint was devised jointly by 
Kenneth Appleby, Steven Jeffreys 
and Neil Davis. Appleby and 
Jeffreys are two of the three I.S. 
full-time National Industrial 
Organizers (John Deason is the 
third), and Davis is a member of its 
National Committee. 

Jeffreys revealed that last 
November’s I.S.-organised National 
Rank & File Conference had 
attracted delegates from fourteen 
Trades Councils and obviously the 
I.S. intend to build on this. He 
stated that during the 1960’s new 
developments had taken place in 
the Trades Councils, one of the 
most important being that “quite 
significant numbers of white collar 
trade union branches” sent dele¬ 
gates to their local Trades Councils. 

Where this affects the I.S. is 
that the organization has, in recent 
years, made considerable inroads 
into the white collar unions, 
including organizing teachers, local 


that I.S. presence in union branches

It is obvious, from these latest 


exposures and plans for revolu¬ 
tionary takeovers, that the I.S. is 
going all-out to first undermine then 
destroy the structure of free trade 
unionism in this country. What 
can ordinary, responsible trade 
unionists do about this? How can 
ordinary rank and file workers 
defend themselves against the 
seemingly all-powerful International 
Socialist/Communist Party industrial 
machine? Past experiences have 
shown that unfortunately, moderate 
trade union activists, are, in the 
long term, no match for Communist 
extremists, because the former lack 
a united strategy.

NUJ Trotskyites 
attack Britain First 


EARLIER this year, two Britain First reporters applied to 
join the National Union of Journalists, in line with the 
National Front Trades Unionists’ resolution that all NF 
members should join trades unions.

The NUJ’s victimisation of NF 
journalists highlighted the inherent 
dangers in allowing closed shops in 
the media, particularly since most 
media trades unions including 
Equity, ACTT and the NUJ are 
heavily infested with Communists. 

Another useful coincidence is 
the pending NUJ internal elections.

house waiting list. 

The Asian family had been 
evicted after willfully defaulting in 
making mortgage repayments. Not 
content with one council house, 
the family then began to demand 
two, owing to friction between the 
father and one of the sons caused 
by the latter marrying a British 
girl.

THE LATEST social-engineering gimmick to emanate from 
Transport House is the Labour Party’s proposal to get rid of 
Grant-Aided grammar schools once and for all. This scheme 
has been pending for well over fifteen years now, but only 
now do the Socialists feel confident enough to pull it off, 
whilst the public’s attention is monopolised by their Common 


Market gymnastics. 

The government intends to phase out the grants which 
they pay to independent schools, in order to force them into 
joining the State system and going Comprehensive. This 
decision cannot possibly be defended on educational grounds, 
since the Independent schools have a long and outstanding 
record of high educational achievement. The State system, on 
the other hand, shows a decline in academic standards, with 
literacy levels dropping year by year. 


The only possible reason for this 
scheme is a sordid, underhand 
attempt to push multi-racial integra¬ 
tion on our children. The Direct- 
Grant schools require a certain 
level of academic intelligence from 
their students, and consequently 
have a very low proportion of 
coloured immigrants. Inner-city 
comprehensives, on the other hand, 
often have a majority of Coloureds 
and a subsequent low standard of 
achievement and behaviour. 

However, there are other, even 
more sinister reasons behind the 
government’s scheming. The Direct 
Grant system meant that very 
bright children from low-income 
families could receive an education 
geared to their ability, since at 
least half the places at Independent 
Grammar schools were reserved for 
non-feepayers. With the end of 
Direct Grant schools, the parents of 
intelligent but poor children will 
be forced to either send their off¬ 
spring to the battlefield of the local 
comprehensive, or alternatively to 


The real reason for abolishing 
Direct Grant schools whilst allowing 
Public schools is the same as the 
reason for abolishing private beds 
whilst allowing private hospitals. 
The same as the reason for pushing 
racial integration in Lewisham but 
not in Hampstead Garden Suburb. 
The same as the reason for nation¬ 
alising private industrial enterprises 
but allowing International Finance 
a free hand. That reason, in short, 
is to turn the ‘masses’ into a 
computerised identityless lumpen- 
proletariat, whilst the elite can 
properly enjoy their privileged 
position as a self-appointed oligarchy 
destined to rule in pereptuity.

KENSINGTON 

ON EASTER MONDAY NF mem¬ 
bers from many parts of London 
joined in a demonstration called 
by the Ukrainian and Lithuanian 
communities to protest at the 
impending visit of Alexander 
Shelepin, the ex-chief of the 
murderous KGB. 

Before the march moved off 
from Hyde Park, the NF activists 
held their own meeting at Speakers’ 
Corner. NFSA Secretary Dave 
McCalden addressed a large crowd 
of Eastern European nationalists, 
and pointed out to them the simi¬ 
larities between Soviet Russia and 
modern-day Britain. The United 
Kingdom, he said, is rapidly 
becoming a Bolshevik totalitarian 
state, with freedom of speech being 
gradually eroded and unrepresenta¬ 
tive laws being imposed by 
‘Parliament’. 

A hundred Britain Firsts were 
also sold, before the march moved 
off down the Bayswater Road to a 
demonstration outside the Soviet 
Embassy. Later that day Mr. 
Shelepin arrived in the country 
and dropped by at the Embassy for 
dinner with Len Murray the TUC 
traitor, despite the fact that 
Shelepin’s visa was only valid from 
April 4th, onwards. The Labour 
Government did not, however, 
expel him as an illegal immig¬ 
rant. 

WOLVERHAMPTON 

MR. PETER KANE, chairman of 
Wolverhampton’s St. Peter’s ward 
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they pay to independent schools, in order to force them into 
joining the State system and going Comprehensive. This 
decision cannot possibly be defended on educational grounds, 
since the Independent schools have a long and outstanding 
record of high educational achievement. The State system, on 
the other hand, shows a decline in academic standards, with 
literacy levels dropping year by year. 


The only possible reason for this 
scheme is a sordid, underhand 
attempt to push multi-racial integra¬ 
tion on our children. The Direct- 
Grant schools require a certain 
level of academic intelligence from 
their students, and consequently 
have a very low proportion of 
coloured immigrants. Inner-city 
comprehensives, on the other hand, 
often have a majority of Coloureds 
and a subsequent low standard of 
achievement and behaviour. 

However, there are other, even 
more sinister reasons behind the 
government’s scheming. The Direct 
Grant system meant that very 
bright children from low-income 
families could receive an education 
geared to their ability, since at 
least half the places at Independent 
Grammar schools were reserved for 
non-feepayers. With the end of 
Direct Grant schools, the parents of 
intelligent but poor children will 
be forced to either send their off¬ 
spring to the battlefield of the local 
comprehensive, or alternatively to 
scrimp and save enough money to 
send them to the more accessible 
public school. The destruction of 
the Direct Grant schools means, 
therefore, that most of these 
intelligent but less well-off children 
will be prevented from asserting 
their abilities to the full, by being 
overwhelmed in the multi-racial 
anarchy that now prevails in our 
urban schools. 

However, one would have 
thought that the Labour Party 
pundits would at least be consistent 
in their philosophies and set an 
example of integrated, living. But 
no, in fact Mr. Ashley Bramall, the 
Labour leader of the Inner London 
Education Authority sends his son 
Anthony to a private school in 
Hampstead, (fees £135 a term).

And 
when was the last time that a 
Labour council bought up a house 
in a wealthy area? These underhand 
attempts to level down facilities in 
education, health and housing to 
the lowest common denominator, 
whilst the super-rich and the Labour 
Party hierarchy can afford to sit 
back smugly and enjoy all the 
exclusiveness that big money and 
privilege can buy, can only be 
interpreted as a calculated and 
sinister attempt to promote 
divisiveness, not end it.

AJEX AT WORK 

The National Front has always 
faced a certain amount of illegal 
smear leafletting, but the February

SIEGE MENTALITY 


THERE does exist, and has 
existed for some time, a 
concerted campaign to deny 
free speech to the cause of

The October 2nd 1972 edition 
of the International Marxist Group 
newspaper (then known as Red 
Mole but now known as Red Weekly) 
complained that the Socialist 
“Zionists of Hashomer Hatzair 
refused to underwrite the recent 
left-wing demonstration against the 
Monday Club’s rally at Central 
Hall . . .,” as if the underwriting 
by Zionists of Communist anti- 
British demonstrations was common¬ 
place and to be expected. 

When the National Front held 
its anti-I.R.A. march in London 
last September, Mapam — a Zionist 
party affiliated to the Communist 
Liberation organisation — made a 


The Board of Deputies and other 
Jewish organisations have had a 
long and deep interest in British 
Nationalist movements. Indeed, 
they have geared their activities to 
combating them. 

According to The British Political 
Fringe (Anthony Blond, London 
1965) written by George Thayer, 
“ . . . the Board of Deputies 
has turned part of its headquarters 
in Tavistock Square into what looks 
to me, as an outsider, like a military 
command post in the last stages of 
a siege. This is particularly true in 
those areas of the building which 
are occupied by the Jewish Defence 
Committee. Such words as ‘opera¬ 
tions’, ‘communications’ and ‘action’ 
can be seen on bulletin boards and 
memoranda; the employees seldom 
walk down the corridors — they 
trot; telephones are constantly 
ringing, facts and figures are 
produced with remarkable speed, 
and there is a constant hum of voices 
arguing, ordering and analysing the 
day away.

time they were used on a reasonably 
large scale. 

Although it was mainly the Reds 
of the International Socialists and 
Communist *Party who did the 
donkey work by putting them out, 
it became known to us through 
inside information that the leaflets 
originated from persons closely 
connected with the Association of 
Jewish Ex-Servicemen. Some friction 
did in fact occur at the time between 
some of the Socialists and Ajex, 
as well as within Jewish organisations 
themselves. 

The Jewish Chronicle of Sep¬ 
tember 27th 1974 carried a report 
of a Mr. Jack Roth, president of 
the council of Manchester and 
Salford Jews, who attacked the 
Manchester Jewish Socialist Group 
for distributing smear leaflets 
against the National Front “which 
he said should be left to Ajex, and 
which, in any case has brought 
much criticism from non-Jews.” 
The secretary of the Manchester 
Jewish Socialist Group is A. Lewis, 
3 Wood Grove, Whitefield, 
Manchester. 

In a letter to th e Jewish Chronicle 
of October 18th of last year, Mr. 
Monty Henig, chairman of the 
Leicester Jewish Defence and 
Group Relations Committee, 
regretted that in his area: “leaflets 
did not have the effect of reducing 
the massive combined vote that the 
National Front candidates received 
at the General Election.” 

Henig was complaining that in 
his area Ajex were not then quite 
doing their stuff and that: “for the 
future hopes and prosperity of the 
community Ajex should accept 
constructive suggestions and 
criticism” in the spirit in which 
they were given. He concluded: “If 
they do this they will go from 
strength to strength to complete 
the vital work which they have 
undertaken.”

anti-British activities. 

They know as well as we do that the National

many Jewish members including prominent Branch 
organisers. The National Front does not intend to be 
diverted into the blind alley of anti-Semitism, no matter 
how much the Establishment seeks to provoke us, and no 
matter how many decoys they throw into our path.

It is, therefore, in the interests not only of committed 
British Nationalists but also of the thousands of ordinary 
British Jews, that we are going to explore the web of in¬ 
trigue that has camouflaged for too long the pernicious 
anti-British activities of these carpet-baggers. < 


THERE does exist, and has 
existed for some time, a 
concerted campaign to deny 
free speech to the cause of 
British Racial Nationalism as 
expounded by the National 
Front; by the ‘hire’ of Red 
mobs, the production of smear 
literature, the denial ^ of 
premises, and ‘legal action’ in 
the form of Race Laws. 

At the centre of this campaign 
lie the two principal Jewish organ¬ 
isations in Britain: the London 
Committee of Deputies of the 
British Jews, commonly known as 
the Jewish Board of Deputies; and 
the Association of Jewish Ex- 
Servicemen and Women, commonly 
known as ‘Ajex’. 

The Board of Deputies has its 
headquarters at Woburn House, 
London W.C.I.; while Ajex is based 
at the Stepney Jewish (B’nai B’rith) 
Clubs and Settlement in Beaumont 
Grove, E.l. 

Both organisations are extremely 
secretive about their membership 


and activities. Most people are pro¬ 
bably not even aware of their 
existence. 


BOARD OF DEPUTIES 

The president of the Board of 
Deputies is Lord Fisher of Camden 
(Sir Samuel Fisher). He is also 
chairman of the Board of Deputies 
Race Relations Working Party, as 
well as being a Life Peer, a Labour 
Party Alderman and vice president 
of the London Diamond Bourse. 

The vice president of the Board 
of Deputies is Greville Janner who 
also doubles as vice chairman of 
the Race Relations Working Party, 
besides being the Labour M.P. for 
Leicester West, a Fabian, a director 
of the Jewish Chronicle and a vice 
president of Ajex. 

Another member of the Board of 
Deputies is the prominant anti-NF 
campaigner, Councillor Arthur 
Super. Super is to be the next 
Labour Mayor of Hackney. 

The Board does its work through 


Board of Deputies. Included in the 
committee was Captain David Tack, 
national chairman of Ajex. 

The Board of Deputies and Ajex 
are in turn interlinked with other 
Zionist-Socialist elements. So deep 
is the Zionist-Socialist axis that it 
even embraces groups at the extreme 
‘Left’ of the orthodox political 
spectrum. 

UNDERWRITERS 

The October 2nd 1972 edition 
of the International Marxist Group 
newspaper (then known as Red 
Mole but now known as Red Weekly) 
complained that the Socialist 
“Zionists of Hashomer Hatzair 
refused to underwrite the recent 
left-wing demonstration against the 
Monday Club’s rally at Central 
Hall . . as if the underwriting 
by Zionists of Communist anti- 
British demonstrations was common¬ 
place and to be expected. 

When the National Front held 
its anti-I.R.A. march in London 
last September, Mapam - a Zionist 
party affiliated to the Communist 
Liberation organisation — made a 
veiled appeal for a counter¬ 
demonstration. In a circular letter 
to its members (which did not 
directly call for participation 
presumably because the demonstra¬ 
tions occurred on the Jewish

The Board of Deputies and other 
Jewish organisations have had a 
long and deep interest in British 
Nationalist movements. Indeed, 
they have geared their activities to 
combating them. 

According to The British Political 
Fringe (Anthony Blond, London 
1965) written by George Thayer, 
“ . . . the Board of Deputies 
has turned part of its headquarters 
in Tavistock Square into what looks 
to me, as an outsider, like a military 
command post in the last stages of 
a siege. This is particularly true in 
those areas of the building which 
are occupied by the Jewish Defence 
Committee.

NEWHAM SOUTH 

During the Newham South By- 
election in May 1974, smear leaflets 
were distributed by International 
Socialists from 84 Chesterton Road, 
Plaistow, E.13. The leafleters were 
soon frightened off by a swift and 
militant response from the NF. The 
leaflets were then speedily removed 
the next evening by a van hailing 
from an address in Berwick St., 
Soho, only a short distance from 
the Coffeepot restaurant of the 
notorious Harry Bidney. Bidney 
is wellknown in Nationalist circles 
as the boss of the Zionist fascist 
organisation, the 62 Group. 

As in other places the smear 
leaflet distribution in Newham was 
highly illegal. The leaflets bore no 
imprint, they were put out by 
people not contesting the election, 
and they were criminally libelous. 

A detailed report on the matter 
was passed to the police who, no 
doubt fearful of direct retaliatory 
action should no prosecutions be 
brought, promised to start legal 
proceedings. 

After some time, however, the 
police decided not to do so. It may 
have some bearing on the matter that 
the Attorney General, Jewish 
Labour MP Sam Silkin, speaks on 
Zionist platforms promoted by the 
Board of Deputies, the Zionist 
Federation and Ajex!

is published by AF & R Publica¬ 
tions, 21/6 Livery Street, Great 
Western Building, Birmingham 3, 
and printed by Narod Press Ltd., 
129/131 Cavell Street, London El. 
‘Narod’ has obvious East European 
overtones being the Russian word 
for people. The booklet has been 
avidly promoted by the Communist 
Party newspaper, Morning Star. 


SEARCHLIGHT ILLUMINATEX 

Just recently an old paper, 
Searchlight , has been revived. It 
is also printed by AF & R Publica¬ 
tions in harness with ‘Searchlight 
Associates’, and has been advertised 
in Red Weekly , newspaper of the 
I.M.G. 

The Editor of the original 
Searchlight was the Jewish Labour 
M.P. Reginald Freeson. Freeson 
(whose real name is Venitz) was 
educated at a Jewish orphanage and 
is a founder member of the United 
Nations International Service.

In November 1974 an anti- 
National Front meeting in Harrow 
was addressed by Dr. .Jacob 
Gewirtz. According to Challenge , 
the newspaper of the Young 
Communist League, Gewirtz 
claimed: “There is nothing in the 
programme of the National Front 
which does not come from Mein 
Kampf, Hitler’s blueprint for 
genocide.” Any reader who could 
give credence to such paranoid 
drivel should refer to our Statement 
of Policy which is reproduced on the 
back page. 

These “anti-Fascist” committees 
are in turn covered by a national 
organisation spuriously entitled 
“Democratic Defence”, the leading 
light of which is Paul Rose, Labour 
M.P. for Manchester Blackley. This 
luminary is also national chairman 
of the Labour Friends of Israel. 

“Democratic Defence” has as one 
of its aims: “Pressure to strengthen 
the Race Relations Act to prevent 
racial incitement and end all forms 
of discrimination.” 

The original pressure to pass 
race legislation and now to 
strengthen it will be the subject of 
next month’s article.
